Grad in g wh eat u n d er U. S. Stan d ard s, a law 
wh ich all g rain d ealers will h av e 
to ab id e b y . 


The official grain standards of the United States for wheat 
were fix ed, established, promulgated and published on March 31 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, under the authority given in the 
Grain Standard Act. 
This act of Congress establishes wheat 
grades for the entire United States, from the farm to the ex port 
terminal. 
Effective on Indiana wheat J uly 1, 19 17 . 
Number Two Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, 
contain not more than thirteen per cent of moisture, shall test 
not less than fifty -nine pounds per bushel, contain not more than 
four per cent of damaged kernels, and not more thà n one per cent 
of foreign matter. 
Number Three Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, 
contain not more than fourteen per cent moisture, shall have a 
test weight of at least fifty -seven pounds, shall contain not more 
than seven per cent of damaged kernels, and not more than two 
per cent of foreign matter. 
Number Four Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, con­ 
tain not more than fourteen per cent moisture, shall have a test 
weight of at least fifty -five pounds. 
Shall contain not more than 
ten per cent damaged kernels, not more than one per cent heat 
damage, and not more than four per cent foreign matter. 
Number Five Red Winter wheat may be musty or sour, con­ 
tain not more than fifteen per cent of moisture, test not less than 
5 3 pounds per bushel. 
May contain not 
more than fifteen per 
cent damaged kernels, not more ^han three per cent heat damage 
and not more than six per cent foreign material. 
Dockage includes sand, dirt, weed seeds, weed stems, chaff, 
straw, grain other than wheat, and any other foreign material 
which can be removed readily from the wheat by the use of ap­ 
propriate sieves cleaning devices, or other practical means suited 
to separate the 
foreign material present; 
also 
undev^oped, 
shriveled and small pieces of wheat kernels necessarily removed 
in properly separating the foreign material. 
The quantity of 
dockage shall be calculated in terms of percentage based on the 
total weight of the grain including the dockage. 
The percentage 
of dockage so calculated shall be stated in terms of whole per 
centum and half per centum. 
A fraction of a per centum when 
equal to, or greater than a half, shall be treated as a half, and 
when less than a half shall be disregarded. 
The percentage of 
dockage so determined and stated shall be added to the grade 
designation. 
For a full copy of the Official Standards write to the Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture, Washington, D. C., or to y our Congressman. 
It will be seen that the requirements of grading are a trifle 
more strict. 
Dirty wheat, or wheat that is even slightly damp, 
cannot grade either number two or three in any market. It rests 
primarily with the farmer to see that the grain is threshed dry , 
and is properly cleaned. 
Dockage rules for dirty wheat are very 
ex plicit. 
The only time to get ry e out of wheat thoronghly is while the 
grain is standing. 
More than one per cent of ry e prevents any 
wheat grading number two. 
One-tenth of one per cent makes it 
unfit for seed. 
Cockle is still worse and must be removed, if at 
all, before harvest.

Careful, painstaking 
canning is 
th e only kind of canning th at pays, 
declares th e United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture in a statement 
issued today warning h ousewives a- 
gainst carelessness in 
putting 
up 
fruits and vegetables. 
“Th e faith ful following of approv 
ed meth ods and directions is th e only 
safe road to success in canning,” 
says th e statement. 
“Housewives 
wh o carelessly 
practice 
meth ods 
th at are new to th em, or wh o attempt 
to ‘improve’ on th e meth ods, or to 
make sh orts cuts, are taking a risk 
of spoiling good food. 
Canning is 
essentially a scientific process, h ow­ 
ever much it may h ave been simpli­ 
fied for h ome use. 
“In •canning meth ods wh ich th e 
department advocates careful study 
h as been made of th e essentials for 
th e preservation of food products, 
and all steps not absolutely necess­ 
ary h ave been eliminated. 
Th ere is 
good reason, 
th erefore 
for 
each 
step wh ich is advocated. 
If h ome 
canners profess to follow a depart­ 
ment meth od, th ey sh ould follow’ it 
in detail; and if th ey fail so to fol­ 
low it, th ey sh ould frankly recognize 
th at not th e meth od but th e applica­ 
tion of it is at fault.

is

adopted and followed carefully in 
canning any given batch of products.

For th is reason, every step 
called for in th e directions is es­ 
sential and not one sh ould be omitted 
or performed oth erwise th an as in­ 
dicated. » Specialists wh o h ave work­ 
ed out and demonstrated th is meth ­ 
od of canning for th e last five years, 
h ave investigated all reports of th e 
spoilage of products, and h ave found 
in every case th at th e trouble was 
due to faulty equipment, including 
poor rubbers and containers, to fail­

“Pack into jars immediately—do 
not let th e dipped products stand 
uncovered wrh ile you attend to some­ 
th ing else. 
“Be sure th e jars áre h ot wh en 
th e product is put into th em.

can be kept h ot in vessels of boiling 
water.

Attention Farmers 


Grading wheatunder U. S. Standards, a law 


which all grain dealers will have 


to abide by. 


The official grain standards of the United States for wheat 


•were fixed, established, promulgated and published on March 31 
by the S«cretary of Agriculture, under the authority given in the 
Grain Standard Act. This act of Congress establishes wheat 
grades for the entire United States, from the farm to the export 
terminal. Effective on Indiana wheat July 1, 1917. 


Number Two Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, 


contain not more than thirteen per cent of moisture, shall test 
not less than fifty-nine pounds per -bushel, contain not more than 
four per cent of damaged kernels, and not more than one per cent 
of foreign matter. - 


Number Three Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, 


contain not more than fourteen per cent moisture, shall have a 
test weight of at least fifty-seven pounds, shall contain not more 
than seven per cent of damaged kernels, and not more than two 
per cent of foreign matter. 


Number Four Red Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, con- 


tain not more than fourteen per cent moisture, shall have a test 
weight of at least fifty-five pounds. Shall contain not more than 
ten per cent damaged kernels, not more than one per cent heat 
damage) and not more than four per cent foreign matter. 


Number Five Red Winter wheat may be musty or sour, con- 


tain not more than fifteen per cent of moisture, test not less than 
53 pounds per* bushel. May contain not more than fifteen per 
cent damaged kernels, not more' j;han three per cent heat damage 
and. not more than six per cent foreign material. 


Dockage includes sand, dirt, weed seeds, weed stems, chaff, 


straw, grain other than wheat, and any other foreign material 
which can be removed readily from the wheat by the HSB of ap- 
propriate sieves cleaning devices, or other practical means suited 
to separate the foreign material present; 
also undeveloped, 


shriveled and small pieces of wheat kernels necessarily removed 
in properly separating the foreign material. 
The quantity of 


dockage shall be calculated in terms of percentage based on the 
total weight of the grain including the dockage. The percentage 
of dockage so, calculated shall be stated in terms of whole per 
centum and half per centum. A fraction of a per centum when 
equal to, or greater than a half, shall be treated as a half, and 
when less than a half shall be disregarded. 
The percentage of 


dockage so determined^ and stated shall be added to the grade 
designation. 


For a full copy of the Official Standards write to the Secre- 


tary of Agriculture, Washington, D. C., or to your Congressman. 


It will be seen that the requirements of grading are a trifle 


more strict. Dirty wheat, or wheat that is even slightly damp, 
cannot grade either number two or three in any market. It rests 
primarily with the farmer to see that the grain is threshed dry, 
nnd is properly cleaned. Dockage rules for dirty wheat are very . 
explicit. 


The only time to get rye out of wheat thoroughly is while the 


grain is standing. More than one per cent of rye prevents any 
wheat grading number two. One-tenth of one per cent makes it 
•unfit for seed. Cockle is still worse and must be removed, if at 
i 


all, before harvest.

to 'improve' on the methods, or to 
make shorts cuts, are taking a risk 
of spoiling good 'food. 
Canning is 


essentially a scientific process, how- 
ever much it may have been simpli- 
fied for home use. 


"In canning methods which the 


department advocates careful study 
ias been made of the essentials for 
the preservation of food products,

ary harve been eliminated. -There is 
good reason, 
therefore 
for 
each 


step which is advocated. If home, 
canners profess to follow a -depart- 
ment method, 'they should follow it 
•in detail; and if they fail so to fol- 
low it, they should frankly recognize 
that not the method but the applica- 
tion of it is at fault.
